that  one’s  growing  years  present  the 
best  opportunities  for  preparing  to¬ 
ward  marriage,  in  his  assembly  ad¬ 
dress,  October  20. 

Mr.  Ellzcy,  who  is  professor  at 
Stephens  College,  Columbia,  spoke  on 
the  topic  "Courtship  and  Engage¬ 
ment  as  Insurance  in  Marriage."  Mr. 
Ellzey  is  not  a  stranger  on  the 
campus  as  last  year  he  was  a  guest 
adviser  during  Religious  Emphasis 
Week. 

“Marital  failures  arc  often  court¬ 
ship  failures  showing  up  in  mar¬ 
riage,”  diagnosed  Mr.  Ellzey. 

Many  Factors  Prevail 

He  outlined  the  most  predominant 
factors  prevailing  among  marriage 
failures:  emotional  immaturity,  hasty 
courtship,  irresponsibleness,  sex  pres¬ 
sure,  and  the  misunderstanding  of 
one’s  sense  of  freedom. 

"Emotional  immaturity  is  by  far 
the  greatest  factor  contributing  to 
divorce,”  he  pointed  out. 

According  to  his  testimony,  lack  of 
tact,  susceptance  to  bribery,  and 
tempermentalism  are  symptoms  of 
that  condition.  "Did  you  ever  stop  to 
think  that  nail  biting  is  really  adult 
thumb-sucking?"  he  asked. 

Consider  Values  Carefully 

The  professor  urged  students  to 
take  advantage  of  present  possibil¬ 
ities,  but  he  warned  that  not  all 
values  are  in  the  here  and  now. 
“Grow  gracefully,”  he  reminded. 

Professor  Ellzey  regretted  that 
people  marry  before  they  are  fully 
acquainted.  “There  is  an  effective 
camouflage  in  courtship,"'  he  said. 

To  marry  before  one  becomes  re¬ 
sponsible  is  a  mistake,  according  to 
the  speaker.  He  remarked  that  a 
mistake  is  a  valuable  experience; 
this  he  personally  exemplified  by 
picturing  himself  straining  to  re¬ 
move  obstacles  from  his  son’s  path. 

He  discouraged  marriage  between 
couples  who  have  love  but  no  cri¬ 
terion  of  quality.  That  whatever 
alienates  before  a  ceremony  Will 
alienate  afterward  was  clearly  ex¬ 
plained  by  the  speaker. 

“Remember  to  use  your  growing 
years  wisely,”  Professor  Ellzey  ad¬ 
vised,  “because  they  prepare  you  for 
a  very  REAL  situation — marriage.”

Miss  Packard,  who  will  discuss  “In¬ 
vesting  Our  Lives  in  the  Commun¬ 
ity,”  is  the  regional  director  of  Na¬ 
tional  Student  Y.  W.  C.  A.  in  the 
Rocky  Mountain  Region.  She  receiv¬ 
ed  her  B.  A.  degree  from  Morning- 
side  College  in  Sioux  City,  her  M.  A. 
degree  from  the  University  of  Chi¬ 
cago,  and  has  done  graduate  work 
in  Columbia  University  and  New 
York  School  of  Social  Work. 

Miss  Packard  spent  six  years  In 
China  as  advisory  secretary  for 
adult  activities.  She  traveled  during 
those  years  in  both  occupied  and  free 
China,  visiting  Peiping,  Tientsin, 
Shanghni,  Hongkong,  and  through 
West  China  In  Chungking,  Cheng- 
tu,  and  Humming.

Don  Cossack  Chorus 
Will  Entertain  Here 

Nicholas  Kostrukoff  Will 
Lead  Chorus  in  Varied 
Colorful  Program. 

Virtually  every  large  city  In  the 
world  is  said  to  have  heard,  at  one 
time  or  another,  the  celebrated  Gen¬ 
eral  Platoff  Don  Cossack  Chorus 
which  appears  here  November  11  at 
8:15  p.  m.  In  the  College  Auditorium 
ns  a  mnjor  entertainment.  These 
picturesque  Horsemen  of  the  Steppes 
have  given  more  than  5,000  concerts 
in  their  two  decades  of  musical  tra¬ 
vels. 

Season  nfter  season,  the  dashing 
Cossack.4  sing  their  musical  journeys 
across  the  land,  winning  new  fans, 
and  pleasing  old  ones  with  their 
stirring  music  making. 

Led  by  Nicholas  Kostrukoff,  the 
chorus  includes  twenty-seven  sing¬ 
ers.  Tire  Cossacks  have  a  varied, 
colorful  program  that  seems  to  please 
everybody.  Offering  the  hallowed  an¬ 
thems  of  the  Greek  Orthodox 
Church,  haunting  folksongs  of  their 
native  land,  boisterous  regimental 
songs  and  gay  peasant  dances,  the 
Cossacks  have  something  musical 
for  everyone  in  the  audience.  This 
year  they  will  add  a  group  of  songs 
in  English  including  Mnlottc’s  “The 
Lord's  Prayer,”  Harvey  Enders’ 
“Russian  Picnic"  and  Nevin’s  "The 
Rosary.” 

Exiles  from  the  Russian  Don  coun¬ 
try,  gathered  together  by  Nicholas 
Kostrukoff  who  had  left  Russia  in 
the  Revolution,  the  Cossacks  sang 
their  first  concert  21  years  ago  in 
the  Russian  Cathedral  in  Prague  in 
Czecho-Slovakla.  Thus  they  began 
their  musical  wanderings  which 
were  ended  when  they  were  invited 
to  San  Francisco.  They  have  been  in 
the  United  States  ever  since,  ex¬ 
cept  for  two  overseas  tours  to  sing 
for  the  American  troops. 

During  their  lost  Washington  con¬ 
cert  in  the  late  spring  of  1948,  Presi¬ 
dent  Harry  Truman  surprised  and 
dolighted  the  members  of  the  chorus 
by  hearing  them  in  Constitution 
Hall  and  going  backstage  to  con¬ 
gratulate  them. 


Dean  M.  C.  Cunningham  has 
been  a  member  of  the  College 
faculty  since  1941  and  has  held  his 
present  position  as  dean  of  the  fac¬ 
ulty  since  1945.  Dean  Cunningham 
is  always  busy  but  never  too  busy 
to  give  courteous  attention  to  stu¬ 
dent  nnd  faculty  problems  and 
plans.

Famous  Works  of  Art 

Will  Be  on  Exhibition 

Paintings  by  fourteen  leading 
American  artists  will  be  on  display 
-in  the  corridors  of  the  Administra¬ 
tion  building  of  the  College  next 
April,  President  j.  W.  Jones  has  an¬ 
nounced.  The  paintings  are  a  collec¬ 
tion  of  contemporary  art  entitled, 
"Missouri,  Heart  of  the  Nation.” 

Missouri  is  the  first  state  to  have 
such  a  complete  pictorial  record 
made  of  its  contemporary  life.  Five 
of  the  fourteen  artists  represented 
are  native  Missourians,  Fred  Con¬ 
way  and  Wallace  Herndon  Smith  are 
from  St.  Louis,  and  Frederic  James, 
Jackson  Lee  Nesbitt  and  Fred  Shane 
are  from  Kansas  City. 

In  this  group  of  91  paintings  will 
be  scenes  familiar  to  students  on  this 
campus.  One  painting,  Main  Street, 
by  Aaron  Bohrod,  is  a  Kansas  City 
scene.  Another  i?  a  sketch  of  St. 
Joseph  by  Adolph  Dehn. 

Many  of-  the  artists  are  men  of 
world  renown,  Some  have  worked 
abroad  and  their  pictures  have  been 
chosen  by  leading  art  galleries. 

Catalogues  containing-  the  91 
paintings  will  be  available  for  those 
who  care  to  buy  them.  The  price  of 
50c  mnkes  It  possible  for  everyone' 
on  the  campus  to  have  Information 
about  a  collection  of  rare  paintings 
which  should  be  especially  helpful 
to  future  teachers.
